The strength and organization of the Soviet ground forces in the Soviet- 
occupied countries of Europe has not changed since the middle of May 1952, 
The divisions in the Soviet Zone of Germany which moved to the troop 
training grounds in April 1952 prepared their quarters in mid-May 1952 
prior to the start of training » Individual units were observed moving to 
the training grounds for long-term stunner exercises during the first half 
of Hay, A comprehensive reorganisation of high Soviet command posts and 
units was carried out- in the area south and west of Berlin. The fact that 
this measure also affected the Hq G0FG which, since 19L5 » had been perma- 
nently stationed in the eastern sector of POTSDAM, leads to the conclusion 
that these transfers must have resulted from growing political tensions. 
However, no signs indicating tho preparation of an armed attack by the 
Russians in the near future are discernible.

3* A large-scale reshuffling of Soviet headquarters, offices and units 
began in the area south and west of BERLIN on 22 User 1952, and has 
not been completed. The following observations wore made: 


a„ The headquarters and headquarters units of the Third Gds Macz Amy 
from ‘/UKNSDCBF, predominantly from the Panzer truppenschule, were 
transferred to JUETI'RBOG-Neues Lager. The 1th AT Arty Brig (US) 
of the XV Arty Corps which had hitherto been stationed in JUETERBOG- 
Reties Lager was transferred to Ruegen Island at the beginning of 
May 1952, * It is undetermined whether army troops of the Third 
Gds Jfccz Army were also involved in the transfer to the JUKTERBOG 
area.

The quarters which becare vacant as a result of the reshuffling pro- 
gram, with unidentified units also moving out from the St ammla ger 
ZOSSEN toward an undetermined direction, have been occupied by the 
Hq and offices of the GOFG from POTSDAM and BABELSBERG since about 
2j? May 19 $2 o The offices invoiced apparently are offices of the GOFG 
in the Kriegsschule and the Ruimnberg Kaserne and offices of the 
Chief of Rear Services in the Adolf Hitler Kaserne* The new quarters 
in the WUE kSDCRF- 2 OSSKN area of these offices have not been determined! 
however, it can be assumed that the command posts from MHKLSBERG will 
be housed in the Pan zer truppenschule which is Idle most suitable installa- 
tions, 

The transfer of the Hq GOFG which had been in the BABELSBERG restricted 
area since 19k% and, moat probably, the transfer of still other offices 
of the GOFG in POTSDAM is undoubtedly the result of growing political 
tensions. It is believed that the former location of the Hq GOFG mb the 
border of the American sector was deemed inappropriate in view of a 
possible plan to close the border of Y»est BERLIN. She reconditioned 
barracks installations in HUENSDGRF are suitable as new quarters 0 The 
fact that the Hq and Iieadquarters units of ihe Third Gds Hecz Army and 
the large repair shop had been transferred to ihe barracks installations 
in WUTJIJSDCRF in December 1951 and officers’ courses were still con- 
ducted there in the summer of 1951 seems to prove that the reshuffling of 
offices and units had not been prepared long in advance. 


Training and Field Exercises, 
lu Division Training, 

The main movement to the troop training grounds of the majority of the 
combat divisions was completed by the end of April 1952, However, some 
individual troop shipment® arrived behind schedule. As had been antici- 
pated, about on© third of the 21st Gds Mecz Div moved to the new troop 
training grounds at LOSSA north of WEIMAR as late as 5 to 10 May, 

Further components of the division will probably follow after the neces- 
sary quarters have been prepared. As in 1951, the troops started indi- 
vidual training and training at group level at the troop training grounds 
after the preparation of their quarters in Nay. The following additional 
information on the occupation of, and the training at, the troop training 
grounds supplements the previous analysis. * 

a, Eighth Guards Army Area. 

QHRDRUF, 

Hutments and tent camps in the area north of CRADINKEL, the Alte 
Lager northeast of OUItDRUF and a hutment in the area of WIPPERQDA 
were occupied to capacity in mid-May. Most of the motes* vehicles 
belong to the 20th Gds Mecz Div and the 39th Gds Mtz Rifle Div 
carried there.

In mid-Hay, the camp west of HA IMA was occupied to capacity v/hile 
Gamp KINDEL, situated northwest ctf the former, was only lightly 
occupied® However, the arrival of prefabricated barracks sections 
tends to indicate that further quartering facilities arc to be 
established. Training activity there predominantly included in- 
struction on tanks and artillery pieces and tank driving practice.

Camp PLANKEN and Camp BORN appear to be occupied to capacity by 
units of the 7th Gds Tank Div and, possibly, elements of the 19th 
Gds Ifeca Div from MAGDEBURG. Besides motor vehicles of these two 
divisions, individual vehicles of the 9th ffecz Div and the 136th Gds 
Hv Tank SP Regt of the Third Shock Arty also appeared until about 
10 May 1952=, As the 10th Gds Tank Div used wOIMRSTEDT and C0LBITZ 
as detraining stations, elements of the division are carried in 
Camp DOLLE, Coups occupied by hitherto unidentified units in the 
northern section of LF.TZLIIJ} HEATH apparently include a camp south 
of IIOTTENDORF, a new and larger camp in the area of BARRIERE ZIEKAII, 
which was established in the winter of 1951* and a tent camp south- 
west of LETZLINGEN.

under construction in Camp JAHLITZ* No major field exercises were 
conducted prior to the middle of Hay* The daily routine of tile troops, 
at that time, predominantly included instruction on arms, infantry drill, 
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political indoctrination and maintenance duty on weapons and

brig fide of the LXXIX Mtz Rifle Corps in the Nordlager, ALTEKGRABGW,

PARCIHil and ZBRBST. The assignment of these AAA units has not been 
determined, Motor vehicle traffic from the units mentioned to the 
headquarters of tho fighter corps in i/ITIENBERG indicates the possibility 
that those units may be subordinate to the Soviet Air Force, at least 
in tactical matters. Similar observations were made in Austria, where 
also special AM units were observed having vehicle numbers in the middle 
of number series assigned to air force units. Vehicles of these AM 
units, partly occupied by personnel wearing air force insignia, were 
often seen at the Ilq of the Fifty-Ninth Air Army, 


Transportation, 

12, Operational conditions on the Soviet Zone railroads continued to be satis- 
factory in May. The number of freight cars claimed by the Soviet occu- 
pation authority was normal. Coal stocks which amounted to 30U,l56 tons 
on 12 May 1952, had hardly changed as compared with total coal stocks 
available in April, The grain shuttle train and motor vehicle exchange 
programs as well as the shipment of uranium ore continued during May, 
Another special transportation program through Soviet Zone border 
crossing points was the shipment of about 700 artillery pieces with 
calibers of up to 7'5,2-mra from the U,S„S.R, to TUERSTENWALDE, This pro- 
gram was started in late April and early May. Part of this shipment was 
delivered to tho Volkspolizei,

1$ 0 In connection with the isolation of v/est B15RLIN from the Soviet Zone 
of Germany, the employees of the Directorate General, Railroads, 

BERLIN, living in West BERLIN were reassigned to the BERLIN regional 
railroad headquarters 0 They were then sent on leave for an indefinite 
periodo 

l6o As in the previous months, Soviet supply operations, in May 1952, 
centered on the vehicle exchange program. During the period from 
early February to 17 I .lay, a total of 1±,327 new vehicles, mostly 3” ton 
trucks, were shipped to the Soviet Zone of Germany, According to a 
rough estimate, about 2,000 motor vehicles, the bulk of them land- 
lease equipment, were returned to the U.SeS^R, No tanks were observed 
arriving in Germany in April and May. After being temporarily inter- 
rupted in the second half of April, the shipment by rail of jet air- 
craft from the U.S.S.R. to Germany was resumed. During the period from 
tlie beginning of this year to 15 May, a total of U80 IJiG-l5s arrived. 

Due to the increased deliveries of heavy equipment such as motor vehicles, 
weapons and aircraft, the rate of supply shipments from the U.SoS.R. 
to Germany again increased considerably. In April 1952, a total of 
2,201 boxcars entered the Soviet Zone via FRANKFURT/ Oder as against 
1,271 recorded in March. A total of 1,U05 boxcars was loaded with heavy 
equipment . Otherwise Soviet supply traffic was normal. The increased 
rate of supply shipments involving heavy equipment was reflected in a 
marked increase of Soviet intra-zonal supply traffic during the month 
of April. In connection with summer training started in April, ammunition 
shipments exceeded he level observed during the first three months of 
the year. In April, 321 carloads of ammunition were recorded, and 
during the first half of May, this number rose to 375. A total of 361, 

303 and 133 carloads of a munition was observed in January, February and 
March respectively. 


German Volkspolizei. 

17 0 Operations to bring the cadre units and schools of the military Volkspoli- 
zei to full T/E strength were started in early May 1952. It has been 
determined to date that 26 trains loaded with military equipment were 
dispatched from Soviet supply installations to 17 cadre units and four 
schools. In several cases, it could definitely be established that the 
trains carried light _ artillery pieces, AA guns and mortars. One of the 
shipment a was consigned to the school of the Grerzpoliaei in SOHD. iRSHAUSEN. 
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The delivery of military equipment to the Volkspolizei was parallelled 
by the recruiting of new personnel taken from •file 1927 through 193k 
classes* Although the recruiting campaign has been continuously in- 
tensified, it has not had the desired success to date. It is believed 
that the personnel strength of Volkspolizei cadre units will be raised 
by about 30 percent in the course of this summer, This process will 
probably be accelerated by a transfer of men front younger classes from 
non-military Volkspolizei detachments to military cadre units , How- 
ever, it is impossible to taring these cadre units to their authorized 
T/0 strength without passing a universal military service la*r 0 


19, Various observations indicate that security measures along the Soviet 
Zonal boundaries are being tightened by a reinforcement of border 
police units and other appropriate measures. The isolation of BERLIN 
is also being affected by similar measures.
